newW regulations goveIning the re- 
porting of tips by waiters and 
Waitresses，The new regulations 
are designed to reduce the under- 
Teporting of tip income to the 
IRS, a _ widely-recognized practice 
among restaurant employees. 

Under the new Tax Equity and 
Fiscal Responsibility Act of 1982， 
Waiters and waitresses are Tequired 
to report tip income of at least 8% 
of the restaurant's groSs Sales. 

ALLOCATE 

If the combined reported tips 
of the restaurant's employees are 
less than the 89%5 figures，the res- 
tauiant must then allocate addi- 
tional tip income to the individual 
employees，based on guidelines 
yet to be established 

Larry Wiight, a spokesman for 
the JIRS, told East/Jest that the 
employees do not actually receive 
any more money from the restau- 
rant under the “tip allocation 
System .

chants. Confiscated by the govern- 
Iments of Various emperors from 
the :sixteenth right up to the 
twentieth century they were often 
usedq as government offices and 
sometimes even as dormitories for 
soldqiers.. . 

“Many private gardens and 
temples have been reduced to 
ruins through the rampages of the 
Sixties，It is therefore a wonder 
that some gardens remain for us to 
View 一 .perhapsnot as the original 
Owners Viewed them 一 but many 
are partly， 计 -not completely 
Testored. At least they look 
authentic,”he asserted.

Chung was a treasure chest of

difference in the cost of going to 
college and the amount that 
parents can contribute.”Cost 
include tuition，student fees， 
books, supplies, room and board， 
transportation and personal 
expenses. 
.THREE TYPES 

Financial aidq comes in three 

types: grants oOT scholarships 


which students don't have to pay 
back; student loans which are 
repaid in time; and work/study 
aid which js part-time jobs while 
attending college， 

Students can apply for most 
financial aid by filling out a single 
form the . Student Aid 
Application for California 
(SAAC). On the application, there 
are questions about family 
income, income tax paid, number 
of dependents， medical expenses， 
mortgage payments，number of 
people attending college,，and any 
unusual financial hardships， 

Dang stated that AACE can 
help students complete this rather 
complicated form， and also 
provide free educational counsel- 
ing and career guidance services. 
AACE counselors are fluent in 
Chinese, Japanese, Korean and 
Tagalog.

Der,， executive director of Chinese 
for Affirmative Action， was 
recently appointed by the 
California State Bar Association to 
head a new legal aid program 

Der w 训 chair the commission 
in charge of the Legal Services 
Trust Fund. The trust fund was 
estabjlished by state law in 1981， 
to help fund legal services for the 
Poor， 

INTEREST 

The fund consists of money held 
in escrow by Private attorneys for 
their clients. The money will be 
put into interest-bearing accounts， 
and the interest will be used to 
fund legal aid for those unable to 
afford a lawyer. ( 正 /VW 9/15/82). 

Der told 瑟 ast/West that the 
first order of business for the 
commission will be to set up the 
Procedures for administering the 
money.“The commission first has 
to_define the eligibility require- 
ment So _ that legal aid organiza- 
tions can apply for the monies in 
the fund. 

“We also have to develop the 
budgetary formats and the 
guidelines for using the fund， 
What we want,”he explained,“is 
a standard form，similar to a tax 
form，for attorneys to use in 
requesting funds. 

"Our ultimate goal is to 
minimize the amount of money 
Used just to process requests for 
funds and to minimize the 
complexity of the forms used. We 
dont want legal aid organiza- 
tions having to jump through all 
Sorts of hoops,”assured Der. 

MAXIMIZE 

“This way，we can maximize 
the amount of money actually 
being spent on legal aid for the 
poor. After all, thats the point of 
the fund. The last thing we want,” 
he exclaimed, “is a bureaucratic 
monster that will eat all the 
money that would otherwise go to 
legal aidq,”

Der estimated that the trust 
fund *would generate from $7 to 
$10 million annually.“And that's 
a conservative estimate,” he 
predicted. 

Der explained that the money 
will be used to supplement federal 
funds from the Legal Services 
Commission. That commission has 
been financially gutted by the 
Reagan administration and 
Caljifornia's .trust fund piogram 


.will help offset these losses， 


“Of course，even before the 
cuts, the amount of funding from 
the Legal Services program Was 
barely adequate to meet the legal 
needs of the poor,”Der charged， 
“The trust fund merely resusci- 
tates the other program which was 
nearly cut to death.” 

OTHER 

Der noted，however,，that legal 
aid funding, even: with the money 
from the trust fund，remains 


insufficient，Thus，the com-， 
mission is looking into other， 


possible sources of funding for 
legal aid，such as using a portion 
of court filing fees or a percentage 
of punitive damages in class action 
suits. “But these proposals have 
yet to be passed as,， legisla- 
tion,”noted Der. 

The trust fund does include at 
least one advantage over money 
from the Legal Services Com- 
mission. The legislation estab- 
lishing the fund also mandated 
that the money be spent on the 
basis of a ratio of poor people per 
county population.

ISOLATION 

Shiomi recalled his impressions 
of the then-dissident. “Theres a

"Japanese Americans in general 
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were traumatized by the 
experience of being moved into 
the camps， (White) Americans,” 
he argued,“were traumatized by 
having done the wrong thing，bnut 
not admitting 让 .” 

Shiomi declared,“(In this case) 
someone had done the right thing， 
but society had done the wrong 
thing. This was the challenge，or 
piIoblem: you have a hero who 
doesn't go through the trauma. .， 
and come out of 让 ,”Here，otper 
people go through the traurma， 

Although many Plays have been 
written before _ about the 
internment experience，Shiomi 
suggested，“If there were ten new， 
different plays written about the 
camps， each would relate 
something different.” One Play 
lalone cannot give the full picture， 
he insisted，Rather，it is the 
“collective experiences of the Plays 
that would produce something 
Powerful… 

RESURGCGENCE 

Referring to the current 
resurgence in interest in the events 


| surrounding the imprisonment of 
上 Japanese Americans, including 


the recent Congressional inquiry 
into the WWII action and the 
challenge to the validity of the 
three historical cases，Shiomi 
called the timing of his play 
“incredible.… 

“Were talking about a story 
that happened in the past; bnut 
with this play (coming out now)， 
its mnot just in the past， With the 
possibility of challenging the 
Supreme Court cases， We Te 
talking about the present; were 
talking about changes that have to 
come about,” he exclaimed. 

Changes have played  a 
predominant role in this young 
Writer's life. Shiomis own family 
was originally based in Van- 
couver. During the war, however， 
they were forcibly relocated and 
eventually settled in Toronto， 
Where Shiomi was raised. Only as 
an adult, did Shiomifinally return 
to Vancouver， 

Though Yeliow was his first 
theatrical effort，Shiomi started 
o 侍 his creative career by 
producing an 11-minute animated 
film on Japanese Canadian 
history。 Designed for elementary 
education purposes,， it has also 
been used with adult groups， 


MIXED . 

He began writing short stories 
一 “with mixed results” 一 until he 
decided that writing plays 一 with 
its emphasis on dialogue 一 was 
his vehicle as a writer. 


However，even before his 
literary talents blossomed, Shiomi 
was a common figure in the 
Japanese community of Van- 


”couver，British _ Columbia，where 


he worked with Japanese elderly 
and belped coordinate the anmnual 
Powell Street Festival， 

“My community work prepared 
me to wiite plays,”he explained. 
“It has given me an under- 
standing of myself and other 
Asians， 

“II had always wanted to be a 
writer,”Shiomi recounted, “But 
after that (doing community 
work),，I had something to write . 
about rather than writing out in 
acomplete wilderness,” 

After a short stint as a 
percussionist with :a Japanese 
Camnadian music group，whose 
music reflected elements of both 
Western .jazz and Japanese 
traditional flute music, Shiomi 
moved on to _ play taiko、first 识 
Vancouver, and then with the 
renowned San Francisco Taiko 
Dojo. 

SPOILED 
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Shiomi recounted how he had 
been accused by some people as 
being“spoiled,”even though his 
family was not well-to-do. 

“(I was) spoiled in the sense of 
being able to do what I wanted, 
Tve always wanted to be doing 
what IT am doing. And to be 
(actually) doing it is amazing.” 


A_ central part of what he is 
doing is what he terms“moving 
on.”“ Moving on is a way of being 
spoiled，There is a constant 
hunger, not one that causes dying， 
but one that is used to being 
satisfied . . .satisfied not in terms 
of confidence and doing anything， 
but at least trying anything,”he 
emphasized. 

UNDERGROUND 

He pointed out that in many 

families，the _ creative theatrical 


aspect of family members seemed 
to go underground for a 
generation，usually the Nisei or 
Second-generation， This was true 
for his family. 

His grandfather，who was 
involved in theater at the turn of 
the century in Vancouver, came to 
San Francisco and Los Angeles to 
view and participate in 
productions。 The young Shiomi 
has followed in these footsteps, set 
out for him more than 75 years 


Traditional Chinese Medicine 
Finds Its Way to San Francisco

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Tucked 
away in an inconspicuous building 
on the edge of the Western 
Addition is a medical college 
doing pioneer work. Located at 
2400 Geary，it is the American 
College of Traditional Chinese 
Medicine, one of the few facilities 
in the state which provides 
training in traditional Chinese 
herbal medicine and in acupunc- 
ture， 

Although the school might be 
more appropriate in Chinatown， 
college president Chung Sang 
Cheung said that the choice of 
location was no accident. 

STRATEGY 

“We deliberately chose a 
location outside of Chinatown so 
as to be better able to reach the 
non-Chinese community,” he 
said, The strategy worked. He 


noted that in this year's 
graduating class of 50, less than 10 
are Asian Americans， 

The school's low-cost com- 
munity clinic also attracts a mix of 
patients，According to Cheung， 
many of the clinics patients are 
black，and while Chinese herbs 
are new to many of them，herbal 
remedies are not， 

“It is very much a part of black 
culture,” he observed，Pparti- 
cularly in the South, in areas such 
as Louisiana and Mississippi. 
Many of our patients are quite 
familiar with these types of 
Temedies.” 

The clinic treats Up to 15 
patients per day, Fujly accredited 
by the state Dept，of Health 
Services, it can treat Medi-Cal 
patients and accept medically-in- 
sured patients. 

Noting that the clinic does not 
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advertise，he explained that most 
of the patients hear about the 
clinic by word of mouth.“We're 
even getting visits by employees of 
Kaiser (located across the street)” 
Cheung exclaimed. 


“Some of our patients are even 


beginning to come here as their 
first stop,”Cheung said, “Tather 
than being shuffled through the 
(Western) medical system and 
ending up here 这 they can't get 
treatment.” 

Dean of the College，Edward 
Harrison，added that while some 
patients might have too little 
confiqdence in Chinese medqicine， 
others have too much. “One 
problem we encounter，Pparti- 
cularly with Caucasians，is what 
could be called a political view 
that al Western medicine is bad， 
and they insist on alternative 
treatments， 

“But,”he cautioned,，”“some 
Patients do need Western modes of 
treatment, and wehave a panel of 
doctors to whom we refer them. 
We often -have to convince 
patients that this isn't a violation 
of their politics.” 

COMBINATION 

Cheung elaborated on Harri- 
SOnS observation. “Some ilnesses 
are appIopriate for one form of 


treatment; others are appropriate 
1 for another form of treatment; 


and for some ijllnesses it is best to 
user a combination -of both 
methods， 

“By making both forms 
available, we can do more for our 
patients.， But we know our 
limitations and we are careful to 
teach them to our students,” 
assured Cheung.“We don't want 


| to be turning out a bunch of 
,evangelists|” 


Harrison and Cheung cited the 
treatment of tumors as an example 
of -when both Western and 
Chinese medicine can be used 
Successfully. While chemotherapy 
and radiation treatment are often 
necessary to treat the tumor， 


1 Chinese herbal remedies can be 


used to alleviate the nausea and 
other side effects of the Western 
treatment， 

“In some cases，We can perform 
a primary treatment role and in 
other cases we can perform 3a 
secondary， Supportive role,” 
Harrison said . 

LITTLE OPPOSITION 

Harrison pointed out that the 

clinic and _ school have received 


lvery little opposition from 


Western doctors， Some are even 
referring patients to the clinic for 
secondary treatments, particularly 
tumor patients， 

The basic theory of traditional 
Chinese medicine is to balance the 
forces of yin and yang within the 
body，Cheung explained，which 
includes examination of the 


Symptoms of a disease for its yin or 


Vang characteristics. 

TYang characteristics include an 
acute or virulent state of the 
disease，a powerful or flourishing 
state of illness，elevated body 
temperature，dryness，an ad- 


ag0. 
“For the last 40 years，writing 
has not been a typical Asian 
activity. [had no opposition from 
my family， but 工 wasn't 
encouraged to go into writing as a 
career. But,”he added,“when I 
started on ， this adventure 12-13 
years ago，I was encouraged by 
their response.. .andsupport.”

“We look at the dynamic 
Progression of the disease，what 
phase the disease is in,”Cheung 
addedqd.“To do so,， we examine the 
qi (lifeforce) state of the patient， 
at the relation of yio and yanmg in 
the person.” 

This often involves a much 
wider perspective of the illness 
than is usually taken by Western 
doctors，he said.， Traditional 
Chinese medicine examines the 
patient's emotional and spiritual 


health, as well:as his/her physical 、 


health, in an attempt to integrate 
body and spirit. 

A single disease can have both 
3y 友 and )018, characteristics at 
different stages of the disease， 
Cheung observed，calling for 
different remedies depending on 
the stage. FEor instance，dysentary 
can have an excess (6118) state at 
one point but a deficient (7z7) 
stage at'another. 

- RIGID 

“This often results in different 
interpretations for the same 
symptoms，something Western 
doctors have trouble with. It's not 
a fixed，rigid way of looking at 
jlness,” Cheung said. 

“Students often have an idea set 
that things are constant，But 
nothing is constant. The principles 
of yz and yang are based on an 
observance of the changes of the 
cosmos. Some students suffer 
ee shock when they realize 
this.” 

Students at the college can also 


be expected to suffer language 


shock，since they must learn 
medical terminology，herbs and 
acupuncture points all in Chinese, 


They must also learn the Chinese 


characters for herbs， 

By the time students finish the 
rigorous two-year Program，they 
are expected to know the qualities 


of 300 herbs and be able to write 


approximately 200 Prescriptions 让 
Chinese. 

After the course，students are 
also prepared to take the state 
examination for Certified Acu- 
puncturists. 
EXCHANGE 

-Cheung said that most of the 
students hope to start their5own 
practice when they finish the 
program. Most want to start local 
community clinics，to bring 
traditional Chinese medicine to 
more and more people. 

The college is also involved 训 
exchange programs with tradi- 
tional doctors in China，Cheung 
himself recently returned from a 
four-week program in China， 
where he studied cardio-vascular 
disorders at Kunming hospital. 

Recently，a doctor from China 
visited the school. “He was very 
impressed with our standards,” 
recalled Cheung,“and he was 
very Surprised our students could 
write prescriptions in Chinese.” 

Cheung stressed, however, that 
the school was still in its beginning 
stages and can offer little more 
than the basics of Chinese herbal 


medicine. 
OPENING 

“We give students an opening 
to a body of knowledge，a 
foundation to grow onj”Cheung 
declared, noting that studying 
Chinese medicine is a life-long 
endeavor， 

“In Chinese medicine, you have 
to think; it's veryflexible. Its like 
chess: every game is different, but 
it's still chess, ”he concluded.
